Ceigary Crowded With People.—The ‘y large quantities to provide pave- 


Historical Pageant a Lon7-to- 
_ be-remembered Procession. 


Bulletin Special. 

Calgary,July 2—With the most beau- 
tiful weather conditions, a city crowd- 
ed with people irom all parts of west- 
ern Canada, and a display which in 
point of human interest at least far 
exceeds anything before shown in Can- 
ada the Dominion fair was. opened 
yeeterday and is now in full sewing 
for the next ten daye. 

The Historical Pageant. 

The historieal pageant far surpassed 
the utmost expectations of the putb- 
lic. The rich and vaiied character of 
the floats was a surprise to every one 
and indicated the immense amount oi 
expense and labor that had been ex- 
pended on them. The military and 
musical features lent life and gpiev 
to the oceasionm while, underlying all, 
wis the remarkable historic signific- 
ance which the procession conveyed. 
In their glorious blaze of color, their 
traditional war paint their gorgeous 
feathers and their many blankets, the 
Indians brought back vividly long and 
romantie history of Canada's great 
western land and the struggle of bar- 
barism with the later civilization. The 
pageant wea led by Lieut. Governor 
Bulyea, Chief Justice Sifton, Senator 
Lougheed and President I. & G. Van 
Wart, 

Then followed eighteen carriages 
with the city couneil, the exhibition 
board, and the judges, 

Following this were two carriages 
with the ex-mayors of Calgary. They 
included George Murdock, G. C. King, 
D. W. March, Dy. Lafferty, James 
Reilly, J. 8. Mackie, Thomas Under- 
wood, 8. A. Ramsey and John Emer- 
eon. There were two other gentlemen 
who have occupied the mayor's chair, 
Hon, W, H. Cushing and A. L. Cam- 
eron, but they were in other parte of 
the procession. 

Then came a portion of the pageant 
committee, 

Second Part of Pageant. 

The second part of the pageant, led 
by the 9Ist Highlanders: was the his- 
torical ‘section, led by the Indians. 
They represented the original west 
and included bands of the Blackfeet, 
the Stoneys, the Sarcees and some of 
the Crees, Bloods and Peigans. 

These were followed by the early 
pioneers, the early misisonaries, the 
Hudson's Bay company, the halfbreed 
old timers and the cowboys. 

This was followed by the ultra mod- 
ern, With decorated bicycles, decorated 
ponics and decorated automo>iles. 

The fourth divisian led by the citi- 


zens’ band, included the Imperial 
float, the Cansdian, Seandinavian, 
English, American, German, colored, 


French-Canadian,Irish and the Scotch, 
the jJast being led by the Pipers’ band, 
The fifth division included the fire 
department, the athletic float, ‘the 
city of champions,” followed by the 
athletic teams in competition, 


The sixth division ineluded the 
Trades and Labor Council float, the 
temperance floats and the business 
floats, 

The last section was the LOL ranch 
show. 

At the Fair Grounds. 
Before noon practically the whole 


city moved to the fair grounds, their 
nuutbers being greatly augmented by 
the thousands in from outside points 
in Alberta, Twenty-three thousand 
paid admissions, with the free list, 
totalled an attendance of 25,000 during 
the day. The exhibition was jormally 
opened ‘by Lieut. Governor Bulyea, 
with whom were Premier Rutherford, 
Chief Justice Sifton, President Van 
Wart and Mayor A, L, Cameron.

The Twin City Exhibit. \. 

The Twin City exhibit of dmonton, 
of which Thos. Daly, of the capital, 
and J, L, Porte, of Strathcona, ar 
in charge, ‘is @ magnificent one, and 
displayed with the care and fine taste 
of experienced grtists. The exhibit 


shows a variety of products of ‘he 
northern district, both natural and 
cultivated, There are bottles of as- 


plaltum that to the casual observer 


—————— 


There are also samples of the black 
stand from the bettom of the Saa- 
katehewan river, out of which gold is 
waehed in paying quantities, and the 
gentlemen in charge of the exhibit 
have a sealer full of nuggets of the 
gold as it appears when washed out. 

The aephaltum is found in sufficient- 


tents for the tuture centres of the 
west. Tar stands are also on @xhibi- 
tien, found in large deposits in the 
same district. Oxide of iron, marl, 
iron ore, tile and brick, made from the 
nature clay, lime and sand pressed 
brick, lignite coal, and samples of the 
black alluvial «oil which shows such 
wonderful productiveness in grain and 
vrass, are also on exhibition. As show- 
ing the importance of the northein 
cities as centres of the fur trade, dres- 
sed hides of bear, wolf and other ani- 
mals, and lace and harness leather are 
on. display. 

The vegetation of the district is dis- 
played in a sample oi white clover, 
twelve years in meadow, which even 
now is vigurotis and streng in its 
growth. . 

Sheaves of fall wheat, apring wheat, 
rye, oats, barley, two and six rowed, 
timothy, red top clovér, white clover, 
alfalfa, tame peas, broom grass, tame 
ind wild red top .rye grass, wild and 
cultivated macaroni wheat and slough 
grass in great variety and vigor of 
growth and luxurinnee, 

Fruit, tame and wild, such as goose- 
berries, raspberries, currants, choke- 
cherries, strawberries and the like. The 
display of vegetables, for which the 
district is exceptionally adapted, were 
not well enough advanced, and the dis- 
play is in consequence nat Sarge, 

In dairy prodiects a fine display is 
in evidence, aa also in mill products, 

In threshed grains there are fall 
wheats, Alberta Red and Dawsons, 
golden chaif; in spring wheat, Red 
Fyfe, White Fyfe and Preston; in bar- 
ley, two and six rowed, and epecial 
malt barley. 

In oats, Banner, 
King, Waverley, New Market,  Im- 
Proved Banner and Russian White; 
timothy seed and clover seed and flax 
seed, and pease are also on exhibit in 
quantities of two to five bushels, 

Samples showing the growth of this 
years crops in grains and grasses are 
on display, and show marvellous 
growth, Altogether the display is one 
to exeite hope, surprise and envy. 

The Albertan Exhibit, 

The passing of the range is the story 
‘old by the delightful exhibit of the 
province of Alberta. It is another 
closed trail—the pa&sing of the cow- 
puncher, the coming of the wire fence. 

In the background is the portion of 
the picture which the exhibition com- 
pany has made famous throughout the 
country. The cowboy passing — finds

himself suddenly stopped up by his 


horse in front of a barbed wire fence, 
and across is the wheat field. It is a 
real barbed wire fence, and there you 
have the real wheat field. 

The look of disgust and chagrin on 
the face of the cow puncher is very 
noticeable. 

The wheat field is very realistic, real 
standing grain and lots of it. Beyond 
the wheat field the trail is resumed, 
Along the trail are two gophers, About 
the field is a row of trees. The com- 
ing of the cowboy and the bronk hus 


put to flight some prairie chicken, 
which are in various positions oi 
flight. And the birds are in the air. 


There is a secret effect produced by 
mirrors, which adds many times to the 
effect of this. 

As a frame work for this picture is 
a delightful collection of all grains, 
frasses and euch like, with a center- 
piece—an antelope head, 

Across the way is a monster moose, 
standing 6 1-2 feet high, a wonderful 
animal, Also a badger and timber 
wolf. 

The gentlemen responsfile for this 
exhibit are Mesers. H. A. Craig, su- 
perintendent of fairs; T. B. Henderson, 
weed inspector; W. F. Stevens, live 
stock commissioner; Benj. Lawtons 
chief game commissioner; ‘T. Thonip- 
son, statistician, and J. Clean, librar- 
lan, Superintending te exhibit. 

The exhibiteot the province of Sae- 
Aatehowan might be fitly described as 
“The epic of the wheat.” There it is 
in all its stages. 

First we have the wheat as it growe 
in that magnificent province. There 
are other grains, too—oats, barley and 
all the grasses, both duimestic and pa- 
tive, that man ever heard of. But the 
central idea is the wheat, 

Then we heve the elevator, It is 
an actual living, breathing model of 
the leading architecture of that pro- 
vince, And thers is something more. 
In w prominent place is shown the re- 
markable inerease in the grain grown, 
and in the elevator capacity in that 
province for the fast five years, 

Then follows the flour, samples from 
most of the flour mills in the pro- 
vince, and ae a sort of spice to this, 
there are also statisties showing the 
great expansion of the flour business 
in the province, 

The effect is very striking. The ele-

Then there are the ither things. The 
Neual amount of excellent samples of 
grain in various forms, in all the jars. 
There is varden stuif and everything 
but oalates, 

Tien there cs an excellent exhibit 
of animals and game, and all that kind 
of thing, and the fish from the north- 
ern waters, lead one totbelieve that all 
those wonderiul stories are all true.

Harvey, 


PREFER PRISON 


To Paying Fine.-They Storm House 
of Parliament and Twenty-Nine 
Are Arrested. 


London, July 2.—7:.enty-seven out 
of twenty nine women euffragists, ar- 
rested yesterday during the suffragist 
demonstrations before the House ot 
Parliament, were charged in the po- 
lice court this morning with obstruct- 
ing the police, Those against whom 
previous convictions had been entered 
were ordered to pay a fine and give 
security tor good behavisr for one 
year or pass three months in prison. 

The first offenders were required to 
give security not to repeat the offence, 
er in default of which they were sen- 
tenced to one month's imprisonment, 
The fejority of the women elected 
to go vo jail, The two suffragists who 
broke windows in the residence of 
Premier Asquith last night were to- 
day sentenced “in Bow street court to 
two months at hard labor, without the 
option of a fine. Mary Leigh, one of 
the priseners, admitted saying at the 
time she wae arrested that “It would 
be bombs next time.”

‘ot, Judge Gray's telegram that he 
was not a candidate for the presidency 
or vice-presideney made no difference 
His boomers said he never had been 
a candidate in the sense of seoking 
xomination, but his friende insist he 
be nominated. They say Bryan would 
‘ye a good man for second place with 
Gray, The Johnson men assert that 
no viece-presidential talk goes, They 
are heve for the purpose of getting the 
presidential womitation for the Min- 
nesota man, There is a pretty gen- 
eral feeling here that Judge G be- 
lieves Bryan cennot be elected pre 
dent, and if he should accept the vice 
presidential nomipation all that would 
accomplished would be to resign from 
the Federal bench, with whieh he ia 
well satisfied, Practical politicians 
here think he will not take such a 
chance, The greatest amount of talk 
here to-night is over the labor ques- 
tion, and the anté&injunction plank, 
which is a sore spot. No two are able 
to agree on what it shall be. 

Oopesition te Bryan. 

There are continued mutinies among 
the insurrectionists agaiuet Bryan, 
Roger Sullivan, of Tlinois, Tom Tag- 
gart, of Indiana. snd Col. Johnson, of

REMAINED IN THE AIR 
FOR TWELVE HOURS 


Count Zeppelin’s Airship Breaks All 
Records For Dirigible Balloons— 
Giant Craft With Crew of 14 Made 


Average Speed of 34 Miles an 

Hour. 

Friedrichschafen, June  2.—Count 
Zeppelin yesterday out-distaneed all 


world records tor dirigible balloons. 
The ship remained in the air twelve 
hours, traversed the greater part ot 
northern Switzerland and visited Zar- 
ich, Winterarthur and Lucerne, attain- 
ing an average speed of thirty-four 
miles*per hour. The airship display- 
ed splendid qualities of dirigibility, 
and answered the slightest movement 
of the helm, while its stability wa> 
quite up to the greatest expectations, 

in the most desirable weather, al- 
most a dead calm, the airship was 
manned by a crew ot jourteen under 
the leadership of Count Zeppelin, and 
made the ascent with the bows toward 


Lake Constance, at an altitude of a 
thousand feet, Telephone messages 
from Fraunieldt and other tewns re- 


ported the appearance ot the airship 
The giant eraft remained ten minute 
hovering over Zurich and the lake, 
and then vanished fromeview et a ra 
pid rate in the direction of Lucerne,

SOLVES STREET 
CLOSING PROBLEM 


Amendment to Railway Act Passed 
by Federal House Has Appli- 
cation in Edmonton.

Ottawa, July t-In- the House of 
Commons yesterday afternoon Hen, A, 
KB. Aylesworth and Hon. G. P, Gra- 
ham moved an amendinent té the Rail- 
way act. giving the railway commia- 
sion explicit power to order any rail- 
way company to Blevate or depress 
their tracks in any municipality when 
the commission deein it in the public 
interest. The amendment was carried. 
This substantiates Chairman Maybee's 
ruling that the commission had such 


power regardless of any agreement 
made between a company and a mun- 
icipality, Incidentally this  amend- 
ment solves the question of the C. P. 
R.'a rigkt to close Peace and Atha- 
basea avenues at Teath street, and 
may also apply to the C. N. R's re. 


fusal to make the grade of their line 
where it Kinistino and Na- 
mayo avenues conform to the levels of 
these’ streets, 

In the discussion of the act extend- 
ing the power of the railway board, 
A, ©, Boyce (Con., West Aljoma) want- 
ed the section that penalizes @ railway 
eniployee who wiliully or negligently 
violates the laws of the company any 
ended by striking out ‘negligently.’ 

The minister of railways replied that 
railway employees were reasonadly in- 
telligent and above the ordinary per. 
son in understanding their duty .They 
already were liable under the criminal 
code and be did nét think the double 
liability led to efficiency. He assured 
Mr. Boyce an amendment to remedy 
the evil would be introduced before 
the end of the session. 

Two Cent Rate Bill. jah 
In the afternoon R. L. Borden pro- 
posed that the question of a two cent 
Passenger vate be left te the railway

without delay. Kepudiating any desire 
to killAhe bill, Mr. Borden said he had 
urged a similar proposal in January, 
1907, when Hon, H, R, Emmerson 
had replied that it already was before 
the commission, one way or another. 
Mr. Borden urged Hon, Mr. Graham 
to uceept his amendment. 
W. F. MacLean urged the establish- 
ment of a two cent rate. Many redue- 
tions in freight rates had been made 
and new was the time for the pns- 
senger rate reduction. 
Hon. Mr. Graham replied that the 
present was an inopportune time to 
inquire as to the whbility of railways 
to carry people at two cents per mile, 
owing recent reductions in earn- 
ings. The minister produced an ar- 
ray figures to show the railways 
were mot in a position to give this rate 
throughout the country, He estimat- 
ed it would reduce incomes by twenty 
per and Wipe out the profit on 
that branch of the service altogether. 
He aleo quoted the sparse population 
and long haulage, his study of the 
ubject making it clear that there were 
short lines and full trains in any 
country where low rates prevail. He 
sympathized with the movement, but 
said they inust be fair to the roads. 
There was no benefit to be gained by 
Mr. Gorden’s motion, as the commis- 
sion would deal with the subject in the 
course of time, 
The amendment was deieated by 74 
to 40, W. F. MacLean voting with-the 
govery ment, 
On motion of the minister a clause 
was inserted to empower the railway 
commission to order railways to ele- 
vate or lower tracks, where they cross 
a highway on the level, This is ex- 
pected to settle the viaduct probleme 
now engaging attention in) Montreal, 
Toronto and other cities.

When half dead the cord waa released 
and the Shah’s executioners Segan 
cutting into the victim's flesh with 
blunt knives.

Small and irregular 
quantities are received from some other 
countrics. It will probably surprise 
many of you to hear that the dairvmen 
of Iceland send occasional shipments of 
creamery butter to Scotiand. 

The value of the cheese annually im- 
ported into Great Britain is a little over 
$53,000,000, of which Canada has the dix- 
finetion of furnishing 72 por cent. of 
the whole 81 per cent. of the kind which 
we make. The other countries from 
which supplies of cheese are obtained 
are New Zealand, The Netherlands, 
United States, France, Switzerland, 
Itaty and Austraba, These facts are im- 
portant especially in’ regard to butter 
hecayse they show us what a great field 
there is for a further extension of our 
butter trade. Canadian butter stands 
high in the British market, not only 
fer its superior quality, but because our 
laws welating to its manufacture and 
sale are the most) stringent of any 
country in the world and are a stand- 
ing guarantee of its absolute purity. I 
need hardly say that Canadian cheese 
easily ranks first in quality among the 
imports into Great Britain of the class 
to which it) belongs, 

The compartive food values of milk 
and cheese are beqoming better known 
and as this appreciation, grows as it 
should, these prodiets will enter more 
largely into our daity dietry than they 
do at present. A quart of. good milk is 
said to be equal in food value to a 
pound of meat, and one pound of well 
ripened cheese contains as much nourish. 
ment as two and a half pounds of the 
best beefsteak; therefore, mish at 12 
cents a quart and cheese at 26 cents a 
pound are among the cheapest of foods, 
compared With the present prices of oth- 
er things. 

The governments of Canada, both fe- 
deral and provincial, have been liberal 
in their policies concerning the dairy 
industry. It has been generally agreed 
that the provincial authorities should 
undertake all work which is educational 
in chi pr, While the Dominion  gov- 
ermment deals with questions pertaining 
ty markets, transportation and cold stor 
age, or what may be termed the com- 
nmiercial side of the industry. The Do 
winion government also assumes the re- 
sponsibility for the enactment and the 
wdministration of the laws relating to 
the manufacture, sale and exportation 
of dairy products. 

All the provincial departments of ag- 
riculture ,except Nova Scotia, have re- 
gularly organized dairy divisions. Dairy 
schools are maintained in Ontario, Que 
hee, New Brunswick and Manitoba. Ex- 
perts are employed who visit the 
factories and = creameries during the 
working season, for the purpose of giv- 
ing instructions to the cheese or butter 
makers and to advise with those in 
charge of tactories on questions of gen- 
era management. Canada was the first 
country in the world to adopt this sys- 
ou of ofuetory ciastructionjond there 
are now nearly 100 of these experts em- 
ployed by the different provincial gov- 
ormments. Mueh of (our success in 
cheee-making can be attributed to this 
system of factory instruction. 

The Dominion officials endeavor te 
keep in touch with the tendencies and 
requirements of the amarkets to which 
our butter and cheese ave shipped, and 
toedisseminate among the icheese and 
butter makers such information as may 
be acquired with that end in view. 

A large staff of men are employed un- 
dey the dairy and cold storage commis- 
sloner, who wateh and report on the 
tndiing of butter and cheese from the 
time it leaves the factory in Canada un 
fil it reaches the consumer in Great 
Britain. The information thus collected 
aud passed on to those who may be in- 
terested, or who are responsible fur the 
defects which have been noted, and as 
a result there is constant improveme “
